THE MUE EXPLOSION. 


SUPERINTENDENT WHITFCHD'S ANNU­ 
AL REPORT. 
We have received a copy of the th ‘rd 
annual report of Hon. W. C. Whitford, 
superintendent of pubtic instruction. 
There area great many vp’uable statis­ 
tics’^ Hie report that have beeu gathered 
at considerable expense aud trouble. 
There are public schools in every one of 
the sixty-two organize I counties iii the 
State. The superintendent's report gives 
the follow ng statistics of the school 
system throughout Hie Stab' as compar I 
with 1879:

According to statistics gathered by Su­ 
perintendent Whitford, the cash value of 
the public school property iu the coun­ 
ties is $3,4324278.24, which ;s an increase 
of $07,424.18 over 1879. In the cities of 
the State, the school property is valued 
at $1,8 7 1,0 2 0, which makes the total val­ 
ue of all the school property in the Stat3 
£5,303,198.21. Of Hrs sum, the valuation 
of all apparatus used in Wisconsin pub­ 
ic schools is $01,523.58; of sites $702,- 
420.04; of school houses, $1,433,734.02. 
There are in the State, 832 school houses 
of stone or brick; 197 bivUUngs were 
erected the past year; a fair proportion 
of a1! are classed os well ventilated aud 
iii good condition; 18 more buddings are 
required in the cities. In the matt *r of 
text-books, 1,207 districts sell them to 
the pupMs, and 612 loan them. 
There is a vast difference in tho wages 
mid teachers in the countries and in the 
cities. The average monttdy 
wages 
paid males in the counties is $37.14, and 
;o females $2491. In the cities, $83.74 to 
males, and $35.061) females. 
The total cost of public education in 
Wisconsin for the year 1880, was $2,605,- 
625.62, which is an increase of $95,824.49. 
Daring the year, special and general tax­ 
es and fund incomes brought $2,697,80 V 
58, as the aggregate of receipts for the 
mbltc schools; the amount disbursed 
was $2,799,315.84, en increase of $52,426.- 
48 over 1879. Each pup;l ;u school cost 
$7424, a decrease of 20 cents over the pre­ 
vious year; in the counties, $6.51, and 'n 
the cities, $11.51. 
Superintmdent Whitford 
makes a 
strong argument for the institution of a 
State tax for school purposes, as opposed 
to the pre tent school method of raising 
money. He claims that the efficiency 
of the schools 
would 
be 
greatly 
increased under a State tax system, and 
not leave the matter so greatly to local 
choice and local enter pi lac. 
The two 
most prominent needs of our public sys­ 
tem of education, says the superinten­ 
dent, ere school houses with better and 
more 
u";for*n 
accommodations, aud 
teachers better qua btu J, receiving ledger 
wages, and more peinument rn the»r posi­ 
tions. A State tax would, he thinkp, un­ 
doubtedly aid more thau the present 
method iu satis*.* ng these needs, and 
a'so tend to discourage the formation of

A Bold A ttem pt at Bank Bobber.)* at 
Kolia, Nlamoprl. 


R olla, Mo., March 23.—One of tilt* 
boldest attempts at bank robbery in the 
history of Missouri occurred in this city 
tins morning at about 3 o'clock, which 
re sulted in the death of the daring burg­ 
lar, Pat Ebert. He arrived in Rolla als nit 
a mouth ago from Kansas, ostensibly 
looking for a location t > open a saloon, 
takiug up a lodging in the boarding 
house near the 
National 
Bank of 
Rolla. 
l l s suspicious 
conduct at- 
xacted 
the 
attention 
of 
the 
officers 
of 
the bank, who 
called 
o their aid Hank Devins, the city mar­ 
shal, who did his duty nobly. Upon in­ 
vestigation it was d’scovered that the 
burglar had gamed acc is to a vacant * 
bu:|d;ng adjoining tho bank, and for 
three night 1 had been unmounted in l*\s 
dc*s()erate efforts to tunnel tho vault. On 
the fourth night, just os he made an en­ 
trance ti the vault, Marshal Downs, aud 
(fosse, from a signal fciveu by tho cashier, 
who was secreted in the bank, surround­ 
ed the budding, and attempted 
his 
capture alive, but JKbeii, who preferred 
death ti arrest, u itll a dagger in hand, 
made a desperate effort to escape, anti 
was shot down in his tracks. He lived 
one hour after being shot, but would re­ 
veal nothing. The only words he uttered 
were “You’ve got me, boys.” 
The coroner’s jury rendered a verdict 
of justifiable homicide. Marshal Devins 
is eutitled to great credit for the bravely 
he displayed in entering tho dark cellar 
to make the arr st. Whether Ebei i had 
confederal s to assist h’lii in h;s daring 
exploit could not Ik* ascertained, but it is 
the general belief that he had.

information on the action of tea, co flee 
and chocolate. 
The latter, he sayfi? 
# from its large proportion of albumen, is 
the most nutritive beverage, but at the 
same time, from its quantity of fat, tho 
most difticult to digest, 
its aromatic 
substances, however, strengthen the 
digestion. 
A cup of chocolate is an ex­ 
cellent restorative anti invigorating re­ 
freshment even for weak persons, pro­ 
vided their digestive organs are not too 
delicate. 
Cardinal Richelieu attributed 
to chocolate his health and hilarity 
during his later years. 
Tea and coffee do not afford this ad­ 
vantage. 
Albumen in tea leaves aud 
legumin in coffee berries, are repre­ 
sented in very scanty proportions. Tho 
praise of tea and coffee as nutritive 
substances is, therefore, hardly war­ 
ranted. 
Tea and coffee, though of 
themselves not diflicult of digestion, 
tend to disturb the digestion of albumi­ 
nous substances by precipitating them 
from their dissolved state. Milk, there­ 
fore, if mixed with tea or coffee, is more 
diflicult of digestion than if taken alono 
and coffee alone without cream pro- , 
motes digestion after dinner by increas- 
I ingthe secretion of the dissolving juices. 
The volatile oil of coffee and the em- I 
pyreumatic and aromatic matters of 
chocolate 
accelerate the circulation, I 
which, on the other hand, is calmed by j 
tea. 
Tea and coffee both excite the activ­ 
ity of the brain and nerves. 
Tea, it is 
said, increases the power of digesting 
the impressions 
we have received, 
creates a thorough meditation, and, in 
spite of 
the movements of thought, 
permits the attention to be tixed upon a 
certain subject. 
On the other hand, if 
tea is taken in excess it causes an in­ 
creased irritability of the nerves, char- , 
acterized by sleeplessness aud trembling 
of the limbs. 
Coffee, also, if taken iii !

The Senate has concurred in the As 
sernbly bill providing for the establish­ 
ing of a ' municipal court in Janesville 
for the county of Rock, and as it is soon 
to become a thing of life, our citizens 
will find fresh interest in learning some 
of its proposed features. 
Tile court will have exclusive jurisdic­ 
tion of 
all 
criminal cases, 
arising 
in 
this 
county, 
which 
now 
go 
to 
the 
circuit 
court, except 
theme of 
murder, 
and 
will 
have 
equal powers with the circuit court* 
All cases of violation of the charter or or 
dinances, wiiich now come liefore tile 
Police Justice will come liefore this new 
court, and it will have exclusive and or­ 
iginal jurisdiction in all criminal cases 
arising within the city limits. All exam­ 
inations, etc., liefore justices in the com • 
tv must bo certified to the municipal 
court. 
In fact the c art wi'l have all the 
(lowers of the Police* Justice, of ju stices 
in tho county, and will have equal power 
with the circuit court except in murder 
cases, in eases of centiorari, and civil 
cases exceeding £51K). It can lie run as a 
circuit court or as a justice court ac­ 
cording^ the matter before it. 
All the provisions of the bdl creating 
t ie court tend to as speedy a disposal 
of cases as possible. 
There can bo no 
lotting a case slip along from term to term 
aud year to year, and there can be no 
running it all over the country on changes 
of venue. 
Iu 
criminal cases 
a change 
of 
venue takes the case to the circuit 
court, and the only cause which can 
send it to au adjoining county is on ac­ 
count of the prejudice of the people. In 
civil cases no change of venue can be 
granted until issue is joined, then it can 
be sent to auy justice, if it prove to be a 
justice court case, if not, it goes to the 
circuit court, aud ouly one change of 
venue is given. 
All officers will have tho same powers 
as now, no more, no less. 
All appeals from this court in easel 
originally began, except in cases on in­ 
formation or bastardy cases, may be 
taken to the circuit court In these the 
appeal must be taken to the supreme 
court. 
It is made a court of record, with a 
C ork and seal. 
It is to open every morning except 
Sundays aud legal|holidays. 
The Judge may iii his discretion sum­ 
mon witnesses and examine [into a case 
to see if a warrant ought to Lie issued. 
This will often serve needless expense. 
The Judge is to be elected on the first 
Tuesday of April, for a term er six years, 
and a failure to give the necessary no. 
lice will not prove a hindrance to holding 
Hie first election this year. 
The Judge is to name some justice 
who will serve during auy needed ab­ 
sence, but this justice can only act in 
justice court cases aud other cases v ’I 
have to keep standing. 
Tho Judge’s salary is to bo £2,G0J, but 
out of this he must provide for a clerk, 
and must give bonds to both city aud 
comity for the faithful performance of 
the duties of both, aud neither are to re­ 
ceive any fees, said fees to be paid over to 
tho city and county treasurer w’ltli a re. 
port of the same every mouth. 
The expenses of the court orc to lie 
borne, one tlord by tile city, and two-thirds 
by the county. 
The plan of providing for jurymen, 
noesis to be stated in fall to be clearly 
understood. For present purposes, it 
suffices to say that it does away with hav­ 
ing a large number of jurymen under 
pay, and waiting for something to do; it 
also docs away with professional jury­ 
men, aud with 
tile 
annoyance to 
which 
business men are sometimes 
subjected, of tieing drawn tune after 
time, and kept away from their business. 
At the beginning of the year tho senior 
alderman aud supervisor of each ward, 
each make out a list of twenty qualified 
electors in that ward, and these names 
are placed in a box, and drawn when 
needed. The names drawn out of the 
box are struck off as in justice couit 
now, until a jury’ is agreed upon, and 
lh 3n those tnus chosen are summoned, 
and none of those can be peremptorily 
challenged, though tjjev may lie, of 
course, for cause. A person thus serving 
on the jury canuot, if lie will, serve again 
for threi months, or if drawn in regular 
term, he cannot serve again tho next 
term. 
The accused in any case can waive a 
jury if ho so desires, by giving formal 
expression to that wish. 
There are many other features in the 
bill which are novel, and which promise 
to be improvements over the old system. 
I t affects of course the police justice 
court more seriously than auy other, as 
it takes all criminal business from it, and 
leaves it only such civil cases as arise in 
the city, which can be tried in a justice 
court, and which the parties concerned 
chose to take to the present police coart. 
In fact it knock the bottom out of the 
police court. 
It seems that the court will prove a | herculean.’ 
money-saving one, and that there will be 
a great cutting down in the expenses of 
the county and city, and whatever imper­ 
fections may be found in its first work­ 
ings can readily be corrected. 


By that tim'* the drifts begin to tell, on 
the speed, aud the violence of the storm 
was terrible. Orders were received to 
move on, and the tram plunged ahead. 
It was a wild ride. The gale was blow­ 
ing at a rate of sixty-five miles an hour, 
aud the coaches rocked like cradles. The 
engineer would speed up at the rate of 
forty miles an hour and then plunge into 
a drift with a dead thump, and struggle 
through, aud then speed for another 
drift, but the snow kept getting deeper 
and deeper, and had drifted over the 
track to a depth of from three to twelve 
feet. 
At last about a mile and a half south 
of 
Palatine 
the train came 
to a 
dead stoppage, anil could not move an 
inch. Here were drifts as high as the 
coaches themselves, and there was no 
way for retreat, or chance for advance. 
Snow was piled high on every side, and 
there lay Hi*' train almost buried, and 
thus it lay, drifts to the right of it, drifts 
U» the left of it, for forty-eight long 
hours. 
’Tins dreary stretch of time will not 
soon be forgotten by the passengers, of 
whom there were about thirty men ami 
four ladies. The e-mmissary department 
wavs not in (Ii** best o f conditions for such 
a wait, and the appetites of the passen­ 
gers, some o f whom had eaten nothing 
since 
breakfast, began 
to clamor. 
Even 
the drinking 
water became 
exhausted, 
and 
while 
there 
was 
plenty of snow, yet for drinking purposes 
it was not a very desirable beverage. This 
want W’as soon supplied however, for 
there were several cans of milk en route 
for Chicago, and these were successfully 
opened aud vigorously attacked. There 
was a tea man on board, and his samples 
were thoroughly tested by aid of a tin 
oyster can and some melted snow, in 
which to steep them, and as none of the 
passengers took sugar iii their tea, and 
as milk was in abundance, there was no 
lacking of the cup that cheers but does 
not inebriate. 
Along towards evening a 
welcome 
messenger arrived in the person of Julius 
Thurston, the baggageman at Palatine 
who had waded through snow jip to his 
waist, 
and 
with 
an 
occasional 
plunge up to his shoulders, had managed 
to wallow through the mile and a half of 
suow, though it took him two hours of 
wearying floundering to travel that dis­ 
tance. He brought a basket of provisions, 
and all fell to with a heartiness which 
speedily brought to view tile bottom of 
the willow*. Then there w as a fast until 
about ll o’clock Sunday morning, when 
the same welcome messenger appeared 
with another stock of eatables. If ever pas­ 
sengers were grateful to a good Samaritan 
they were to Thurston. 
The shoveling was kept up. 
The 
efforts of the trainsmen were supple­ 
mented by tho muscle of the male pas­ 
sengers, who 
included 
a lawyer, a 
preacher, an insurance man, a merchant, 
a goodly number of travelling men, aud 
other occupations. 
Some of the drifts 
were so high that terraces had to be out, 
and the great chunks of snow* passed up 
from one to another until they were 
thrown out of the way at the top. 
During the times of rest, and during 
the evenings all sorts of expedients were 
used to break the weary 
monotony. 
Songs were had, a violin was pressed in­ 
to service, jokes were cracked, stories 
told, the preacher forgot his sanctity, aud 
tho travelling man forsook his cunning 
One good old 
lady played the minor 
strain, by swaying her body* to and fro, 
and giving sad exclamations, and m ur­ 
muring “Good Lord deliver us”—1“Good 
God save us.” She served both as an 
exclamation point and a prayer lxn>k for 
the entire party. Then there was the 
jolly insurance man, who having tried in 
vain to talk a fellow passenger into fak­ 
ing a policy, threw* up business, and went 
in for fun. He will pass down into his­ 
tory as a mighty discoverer, for he spied 
a basket of eggs in the baggage ear, and 
devised a w*ay* of cooking them. He got 
tho oyster can, borrowed a pair of curl­ 
ing irons from one of tile ladies, and 
using these as tongs held the oyster can 
in tho stove, melted the snow, and thus 
boiled tho eggs, managing 
to cook 
five at a time, so that in the course of an 
hour every passenger iiad been treated 
to one. 
Thus tho time passed ;u shoveling, 
sleeping, singing, story telling and snor­ 
ing, until alxmt 2 o’clock Monday morn­ 
ing wiien the train was able to back down 
to the neighborhood of the station at 
Palatine. In the meantime a snow plow* 
with eighty shovelers, succeeded iu open­ 
ing up the road from Des Plaines to 
Palatine, aud this opened up the way of 
escape, so that Monday about noon the 
train succeeded iu reaching Chicago. 
There were many expressions of grati­ 
tude for the trainmen aud others who 
gave help in the time of need, and among 
them is the following, which appears iii 
the Chicago Times: “The passengers, 
despite the hardships of their detention, 
have asked the Times to give expression 
to the gratitude they entertain for Super­ 
intendent Cuyler, Conductor Rich, M. S. 
Hughes, brakeman, and Julius Thurston, 
the agent at Palatine.
